So far, only the Russians hav e 
exercised this right, the officials 
said. 
Meanwhile, U. 8. officials hav e 
warned German Communists they 
will be arrested if they campaign 
in the American zone of Germany 
for their plebiscite on the unifica­ 
tion of Germany. The campaign 
barred In the U. S. and French 
zones, opened yesterday to continue 
three weeks. Millions of persons In 
the Sov iet zone are expected to sign 
the petitions being circulated. 
The Americans contend the ref

Btaasen immediately took the e ll and held the lead 
consistently u ntil a few days before the finish. Then 
Dewey passed him, winning by a mu stache. 
To hold the metaphor, Dewey had to win in the 
stretch, ru nning against one of the tou ghest compet­ 
itors in the bu siness. No one denies that Stassen Is 
a hard man to beat. Wherever he competes he makes 
? race of it. 
In Oregon he made Dewey ru n faster than he ran 
even in 1844 when he was the Repu blican presidential 
candidate. 
If observers on the scene haven’t been 
spoofing, he made Dewey ru n so fast that he Re­ 
pu blican national convention will look at him with 
new respect; no one knew he had that mu ch cam­ 
paigning ability in him. 
Oregon was the last chance before the conventions 
for voters to participate in the sport of president- 
making. 
The decision now rests in the hands of 
politicians. 
The Repu blicans have so many « Me 
possibilities for the nomination they don't know what 
to do. 
The Democrats have only one—and they 
don’t know what to do either. 


A Military Fact o f Life 
The President’s signatu re on the three-billton- 
dollar-plu s air force expansion law closes the issu e. 
The United States will not let the Soviet u nion 
win the armaments race by defau lt. Bu t in making 
su ch a decision the United States will come u p against 
one of the military facts of life. 
It will bu ild u p its own air fleet at great cost and 
then will have to Ju nk the resu lt, or take the risk 
of possessing airplanes that axe ou t of date. 
That was Germany’s downfall in the battle of 
Britain. 
The newest types of British planes were 
too tou gh for the German planes already on hand. It 
was Japan’s downfall in the battle of the Pacific. The 
planes it had on hand were no match for the new 
planes bu ilt by the United States after the potential­ 
ities of the Japanese air arm had been revealed. It 
was France’s downfall; the French army, su pposedly 
the best In the world, was ou t of date when the 
time came for it to save France — and France cou ldn’t 
afford a new one. 
It isn’t accidental that armies cu stomarily get 
ready to fight the next war with the obsolete weapons 
of the last one. 
It's the inevitable resu lt of doing 
what the United States now is going to do with its 
air force—bu ild it u p to fighting strength in terms of 
existing models of airplanes. The trou ble is that all 
existing models of airplanes already are obsolete

Senator Taft is opposed to military dominance for the 
same reason that he is opposed to dominance by fed­ 
eral au thority of any other kind. 
He distru sts gov­ 
ernment by edict and regu lation. 
Free enterprise 
ta a point of principle that cannot be compromised, 
in his view . 
Militarism is a present danger in the United States 
It mu st not be confu sed with adequ ate national de­ 
fense. which is another matter. 
Militarism is mor« 
frequ ently an evidence of weakness than of strength 
It is that condition of society in which it seems na­ 
tu ral for the military mind to dominate all decision« , 
a Mire sign of impending disaster. 
The military 
mind has nothing to offer bu t militarism, which is 
fatal 
Senator Taft has sensed the dapger of militarism 
in the United States. 
He is making an Issu e of it. 
It's safe bet that he will make a malm issu e of it 
if he sees a growing danger to civilian initiative and 
secu rity 
The United States wants adequ ate defense 
—bu t adequ ate defense does not mean military domin­ 
ation of the nation. That wou ld be the least adequ ate 
defense the United States cou ld have.

There are at least 50 different 
cau ses of pain to the lower part of 
the back, maybe more. Thu s, the 
patient who goes to the doctor com­ 
plaining of backache cannot expect 
a qu ick and definite answer as to 
the cau se of his trou ble. 
It is reassu ring to know, however, 
that to abou t 90 ou t of 10o patients 
the condition cau sing the backache 
is not seriou s. In the other 19 per 
cent the backache may be a sign of 
seme major ailment and the condi­ 
tion shou ld be carefu lly stu died. 
Common Cau ses 
Among the more common cau ses 
of backache are inflammation of 
the mu scles of the lower part of the 
back or of certain of the joints of 
the spine. It may also be produ ced 
by sacroiliac strain. The sacroiliac 
joint is located between the lower 
part of the spine and the hip bones. 
Many cases of backache are not 
du e to trou ble with the back or 
spine itself bu t to disorders within 
the abdomen. Kidney disorders are 
sometimes responsible for back pain, 
bu t not at often as many people 
think, inflammation of the tu bes or 
ovaries in women, 
on the 
other 
hand, are more often responsible 
for backache than is generally rea­ 
lised. 
Heat and Massage 
In cases of inflammation of the 
tissu es, rest and the application of 
heat and massage may be all that 
are requ ired. Sometimes a special 
brace may be needed to give su pport 
to the mu scles of the back. 
Occasionally the backache may be 
du e to a disorder of the feet. This is 
not u nu su al, since foot strain will 
also lead to some strain on the back

A third American, Thomas G an­ 
non, veteran consulate guard, was 
shot in the back May 14.

Wherry < R-Neb.) said today the 
Army Air force« will tranafer head­ 
quarters of its strategic air com­ 
mand—nerve 
center of

Field, Md., to Offutt field near 
Omaha.

The Polls Are Now Open’, nor did 
a similar voice cry out: ‘The Polls 
Are Now Closed’,” Sweet said, “yet 
that’s the law. 
“The Nebraska statute books still 
carry a law requiring that a town 
crier announce both the opening 
and closing of the polls. 
‘A proclamation, says John Law, 
shall be ‘orally issued’ when the 
polls are open in the morning, and 
30 minutes before they close in the 
evening. 
‘But supreme court decisions say 
omission is only an error and errors 
do not invalidate elections. It takes 
a plain violation of law to do that.”
